We have endeavored to comply with the intent of the law 
by giving the pupils in every part of the town as near the 
same advantages for instruction as the unequal distribution 
of our population would permit. | 

The first work in the care of schools was to call a meeting 
of those desirous of teaching, for a written examination. 

Our main care in preparing a list of questions to be 
submitted to the would-be teachers, was to have list of 
sufficient breadth to cover all the branches taught in our 
schools. | 

A written examination, though not always a pleasant. 
task, is, we believe, the best test of a teacher’s ability. 

In employing teachers we have endeavored so far as 
possible to secure those who have had previous experience, 
but in this we have labored under a disadvantage, as 
teachers, like others, prefer to go where they can obtain the 
most money, and other towns, with better pay and longer 
schools, offer greater inducements. 

Notwithstanding this obstacle, we were able to secure 
teachers who have generally proved equal to the wants of 
_ the schools. ‘
